FIGHTING BLISTER. RUST. 


Eradication ul Investigations by E. G. 
Cheyney Show Good Results. 


Bxperiments in the warfare against 
the white pine blister rust, which are 
being carried on both in the East and 
In thé Central West, begin to point the 
way to better methods of attack. Such 
in. the report of E. G. Cheyney, head of 
the Forestry Division of the Department 
of Agriculture,: University of Minnesota. 
‘The white pine blister rust,, like the 
black stem rust of wheat, is kept alive 
and spread by a plant ally of the dis- 
ease. group of plants aiding the 
blister rust is known as ribes, and is 
made up of the various species of cur- 
rants .and gooseberries.. Spores from 
diseased pines cannot carry to other 
sines and infect them. The spores must 
irst find lodgment on: a currant or 
gooseberry bush. and there develop a 
aed spore. This may then be catried 
to. pine trees to infect them. If, there- 
fore, ‘the ribes tribe ‘can be. eradicated 
or greatly” reduced, the danger to the 
pine areas will be removed, or at least 
greatly reduced, says Mr. Cheyney.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS CRISIS. 

The thickening difficulties and prob- 
lems which the public schools in this 
city now face are almost ynexampled. 


L'The deficit in the school budget alone 


s sufficiently alarming. Unless some- 
thing like $28,000,000. is . somehow 
found there is danger that the schools 
will have to close—rather, not reopen 
next September—or the teachers go 
unpaid. It is safe to say that no such 
sum will be found as a result of Mayor 
HyYtan’s innocent requtst that all the 
other departments save so that their 
unexpended balances may be trans- 
ferred to the school fund, What are 
appropriations for if not to be spent 
where they will do the most good? 
Aside from this pressing question of 
publie school finance, there are other 
matters scarcely less vital. The whole 
éducational system in’ the city needs 
overhauling, Its relation to the State 


system Ras to be more accurately de- 


fined. Important reports on this sub- 
ject will undoubtedly be laid before the 
next Legislature—one by the Joint 
Committee of which Senator MvuLLtan 
is Chairman, the other by the special 
commission made up of Mayors, Re- 
gents and prominent citizens. Further- 
more, the range of teaching in the 
public. schools, vocational . training, 
continuation schools, together with the 
everlasting part-time evil, are clamor- 
ing for consideration. 

The work must be taken up early. 
This very week the Public Education 
Association is to make special efforts 
to rally various cfvic organizations and 
individuals interested, so as to ‘focus 
attention upon the most urgent needs 
of the public schools on the eve of the 
mieeting of the Legislature. Every. aid 
and encouragement should be given to 
this public-spirited movement.

THE INTRASTATE RATE TANGLE. 

Justice BeNnevicr's decision is more 
adverse to the right of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to regulate in- 
trastate rates than was Justice Has- 
RROUCK’s a few days earlier. When 
the latter ruled that ten railways fell 
under the control of the Federal Com- 
mission because their traffic is indis- 
nutably interstate, but that the ques- 
tion was open as to other railways, it 
was clear that the decision was dan- 
gerous. If the State courts could go 
behind the order of the . Interstate 
Commerce Commission and inquire 
into. the facts in each ‘case, the way 
was open to overrule the commission 
on the facts disepvered. 

Justice BaNgpicr goes beyond even 
this challenge to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, holding both that 
the commission went beyond the Esch- 
Cymmins law and that the law was 
one beyond the power of Congress. to 
enact under the Constitution. It would 
be tedious to recite similar conflict of 
decisions in other States, especially as 
they are all subject to revision on ap- 
peal to Federal courts; In the Federal 
courts the Judges will take notice of 
both facts and law which the lawyers 
for the States have’ d@neé their best to 
confuse or to’ keep off the Tecord in 
the State courts.

merce, In’ the Wisconsin and Illinois 
cases the Interstate Commerce. Com- 
mission has made other explicit. and 
sweeping findings on the points raised 
in New York. Sooner or iater the 
Federal courts will decide, dnd. the 
presumption favors the railways, be- 
cause the point has before. been argued 
exhaustively up to the Suprenie Court. 








NOT “INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY.” 

A promising legend is laid low by the 
President: of the Newbern Iron. Works 
in North Carolina. According to pre- 
vious reports, his eniployés were busy. 
at work on an experiment in industrial 
democracy, that latest of panaceas for 
the problem of labor unrest. They had 
already raised their output while cut- 
ting down their hours of employment, 
and they were looking forward confi- 
dently to similar ecohomies in the pur- 
chase of raw materials—presumably 
also in the other functions of manage- 
ment. ' Now Mr. Witits comes out 
with a plain tale. .‘‘ I want it dis- 
tinctly understood,’ he says, ‘ that 
“I am President and that we have 
**not turned our plant over to the 
‘* workers."’ So the socializers of in- 
dustry will have to wait a while. — 
Many. or. most. of their responsible 
leaders will not regret the delay. 
When the National Civic Federation 
lately sent a commission abroad to re- 
port on labor developments, Jamzes W. 
Suutitvan, who had been named as a 
member of it by Samus. Gompsrs, 
made an analysis of the responsibili- 
ties that labor would assume under in- 
dustrial democracy. A mere list of the 
functions of management occuples 
four pages in the committee's report; 
in g#ddition to buying materials, it 
includes such’ items as § *°* Calcu- 
lating financial requirements,’’ ** Sell- 
ing shares,’’‘* Investing in secret and 
risky improvements.’’ 

Mr. Svuuirvan’s conclusion is that 
those who cry for industrial democracy 
are ‘‘ stampeders after economic will- 

o’-the-wisps—a busy tribe not re- 
** garded too sériously by ‘American 
** trade unionists accustomed to deal 
** with stubborn facts and non-theo- 
** retical conditions.’” A similar spirit 
was shown here last year by the em- 
ployés of a downtown manufacturer of 
jewelry. In response :to a demand for 
increased. wages, the firm offered to 
turn over its plant to them at a very 
moderate rental, so that they might 
see just how easy it is to provide for 
the weekly payroll. They ingloriously 
but firmly refused. 

The present arrangement at New- 
bern simmers down to an experiment 
in pre sharing: Or, rather, in its 
present ‘stage, it is an experiment in 
sharing losses. Already there - have

Conditions 
were chaotic and the sources of reve- 
nue ‘were choked or obliterated. It 
is, then, about fifteen years since the 
United States became concerned about 
the solvency of Santo Domingo for 
her own good and about her protection 
from European intervention. 


“The marines ‘who were landed by 


Admiral CaperRTon had several’ skir- 
mishes with small bodies of insur- 
gents, but pacification presented no 
great difficulty. The casualties were 
light even on the side of the Domini- 
cans, according. to the only reports 
available, No one has charged the 
military Government with shedding 
blood wantonly. It has not been pop- 
war with the native public men. 
There have been protests against the 
cénsorship and against processes ‘of 
military law. But Sometimes. the 
criticisms seem to be technical’ and 
extravagant. That the Government of 
occupation has not only. put the 
finances: of the country on a sound 
basis, but reorganized. the school sys- 
tem, built roads, improved sanitation, 
started many public improvements and 
made fruitful labor the rule where it 
was formerly the exception, is not 
disputed. A more intelligent people 
than the Haitians, it should be said 
that ‘the Dominicans have: been apt
